"Unless we do these things for the social and economic welfare of our peo- 
ple all the noble aims and objectives of the CPA will be empty talk, be- 
cause freedom, hunger, poverty and disease must take precedence over the 
ideals of Parliamentary democracy." 





Parliament, like any other social institution, symbolised a super structure 
which should regulate social and economic relations in society. 


It was, therefore, imperative that more attention was paid to finding solu- 
tions to the many problems that "plague our economies as Commonwealth coun- 
tries.” 


The Prime Minister also urged the Commonwealth to spend more time in future 


in finding answers to the vexed question of establishing a new international

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BENIN=ITVORIAN COOPERATION TALKS, COMMUNIQUE REPORTED 
Abidjan FRATERNITE=MATIN in French 25 Aug 80 p 3 


[Article: “Reinforced Cooperation in Agriculture, Animal Husbandry and 
Fishing") 


[Text] The 25th floor of the CSSPPA building served as the setting for 
last Saturday's signing of an agro-pastoral agreement of cooperation 
between the Ivory Coast and Benin. 


This signing ceremony concludes the Ivorian visit of Benin's minister of 
state farms, husbandry and fishing, Garba Roger. Denis Bra Kanon was in 
charge of the Ivorian party. 


During his Ivorian visit, the Benin minister visited many of our country's 
agro-industrial elements. 


He was however, received briefly by the chief of state, His Excellence 
Felix Houphouet-Boigny, in Yomoussoukro. 


During the signing ceremony of the agreements, Minister Denis Bra Kanon 
spoke of his satisfaction with the way things had gone during his Benin 
counterparts’ etay and with the meetings that the latter had had at Abidjan, 
Yamoussoukro and Bouake. He also spoke of his hope for reenforced coopera- 
tion between the two countries. Denis Bra Kanon, concluding his speech, 
wished Minister Garba Roger and his entourage a pleasant return to Benin, 
speaking also for his colleagues of water and forests and animal production, 
Theodore Koffi Attobra and Dicoh Garba. 


In his response to the Ivorian agriculture minister, the Benin minister of 
state farms, husbandry and fishing indicated his satisfaction and that he 
was very impressed. 


The Benin ambassador to the Ivory Coast was present at these ceremonies. 
At the end of Garba Roger's stay, the following communique was published. 





The Final Communique 


At the lvorian Government's invitation, Benin's minister of state farma, 
husbandry and fishing, Garba Roger, made a working visit to the Ivory 
Coast from 18-24 Auguat 1980, 


During thie visit the Benin miniater was received by His Excellence Felix 
Houphouet=Boigny, president of the Republic of the Ivory Coast. 


At this time he sent a message of friendship to Hie Excellence Mathieu 
Kerekou, president of the People's Republic of Benin, 


Following this audience, the Benin minister spoke of how impressed he was 
with the great personality of President Houphouet-Boigny. The Benin 
minister of state farma, husbandry and fishing met with members of the 
Ivorian Government for many work sessions, especially with the minister 

of agriculture, Denia Bra Kanon, the minister of waters and forests, 
Theodore Koffi Attobra, and the minister of animal production, Dicoh Garba. 


He then visited agricultural endeavors in the south and central regions 
with Denis Bra Kanon: 





— the industrial plantations of oi] palms, as well as the Eloka O11] Works, 
— the French Institute of Coffee and Cocoa (IFCC) in Bingerville, 

— the Institute of Fruit and Citrus Fruit Research (IRFA), 

— the Institute of Tropical Agricultural and Food Crops Research (IRAT), 
-=the Center of Zootechnical Research (CRZ), 

— the Agricultural Institute of Bouake (IAB), 

— the Ivorian Textile Company (CIDT), 

-=-the pineapple and avocado plantations of the chief of state in Yamoussoukro, 
-<the Toumbrokro Coffee and Cocoa plantations as well as the SERIC factory. 
In addition, the Benin delegation was able to appreciate the endeavors 
undertaken in Yamoussoukro, the native village of the chief of state. 

Then, the Benin minister was invited to visit the Abokouamekro Ranch with 
the Ivorian Minister of Animal Production, Dicoh Garba. 

During these visits, the Benin delegation was also able to appraise the 


importance of the effort undertaken by the Ivory Coast.to modernize the 
existing structures in order to diversify and increase production. 
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At the end of the Benin delegation'sa stay in the Ivory Coast, Garba Roger 
and Denia Bra Kanon reaffirmed their attachment to the solidarity principles 
and {rank cooperation which govern the relations between the countrica at 
the heart of the Conciliatory Board of the ECOWAS, and recognized che 
necessity to confront the on-going experiences in each of the two countries, 


lt was in this spirit that a cooperation agreement in the areas of forestry, 
agriculture, husbandry and fiahing was signed between the two governments. 
The Benin minister of state farma, husbandry and fishing was very satisfied 
with the results of his visit to the Ivory Coast and estimated that they 
could only contribute to the reenforcement of the friendly ties already 
uniting the Republic of the Ivory Coast and the People's Republic of Benin. 


The Benin minister, sensitive to the fraternal and warm reception with 
which he and his delegation were met during the whole visit, seized the 
occasion to offer hie sincere thanks to his excellence, President Felix 
Houphouet=Boigny. 


Finally, Minister Garba Roger addressed the Ivorian minister of agriculture, 
Denis Bra Kanon, who accepted an invitation to visit Benin.

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TRANSPORT COMMISSION IDENTIFIES MOZAMBICAN PRIORITIES 
Beira NOTICIAS DA BEIRA in Portuguese 3 Sep 80 p 2 


[Report on interview with Subhaschandra Bhatt, national director of Mozambican 
porte and railroads, by NOTICIAS DA BEIRA, in Beira on 2 September] 


(Text) After taking part in a meeting of top railroad officials of the nine 
signatory countries of the Lusaka Economic Summit Conference which defined 
priority sectors of cooperation within the scope of the powers of the South 
African Commission of Transport and Communications [CTCAA], Subhaschandra 
Bhatt, national director of Mozambican porte and railroads [PCFM), departed 
yesterday for Maputo, The national director was interviewed by the news 
media at the Beira Airport and spoke of some of the important aspects of that 
meeting. 


"Basically, the meeting dealt with carefully considered projects of priority 
implementation designed to achieve the goals set by the heads of state and 
government at the Lusaka conference, Thus, the participants of the nine 
countries, always mindful of the objectives of the Lusaka conference, 
specifically the need for proper traffic flow, a reduction in dependency on 
South Africa and increase in regional cooperation, defined a series of 
projects which are not of interest to just one country but to all countries 
which make up the CTCAA," PCFM's national director began in answering our 
question about the results of the meeting in which he participated. 


And he went on to say: “Among those projects we can mention some which 

will be immediately reflected in increased traffic through Mozambican ports-- 
namely, renovation of the railroad line between Dondo and Machipanda, 
renovation of a section of the line between Dondo and Vila Nova da Fronteira, 
renovation of the line from Maputo to Swaziland, including 83 km of that 
country's territory but a joint project, and renovation of the railroad 

line of the north; the project of installing an earth station in Beira to 
improve communications over the short term between Mozambican ports and 
ports of the countries of the ‘hinterland’ of those ports; and also some 
projects which will increase the capacity of the new ports over the medium 
term; a deepening of the access channels of the ports of Beira and Maputo; 
and the project of the berthing terminal of the port of Nacala. Projects 
were also considered with regard to other countries of the region keeping 

in mind the objective of routing through Mozambique a certain portion of the 
traffic currently being routed through South Africa." 
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The PCFM national director then gave a few more details about Mozambique's 
priority projects, For example, the section of line from Almada to 
Machipanda will be covered by a project aimed at realining the current 
section in order to increase the radius of the curves and reduce the 
gradients and, in addition, increase the capacity of the line by replacing 
the present raile with heavier raile and increasing the ballast, 


In the case of the railway line between Dondo and Vila Nova da Fronteira, 
with about 24 kaw of section, the project consists of replacing the rails in 
some areas, replacing the ties and increasing the ballast all along the 

line. Simultaneously, both in the Machipanda line and that of Vila Nova da 
Fronteira an attempt will be made to improve connections from station to 
station. Once completed, these projects will make it possible to put more 
trains into circulation, increase their speed and provide for greater safety. 


"The projects are considered of priority nature. Meanwhile, it is necessary 
to mobilize our material, human and financial resources to implement those 
projects," the national director continued, “and that mobilization, which 
will be made through the CTCAA, on the one hand, but over the short term, is 
in keeping with the presentation of the projects in a meeting of contributors 
to be held in Maputo in November for the purposes of the mobilization," 


Questioned about the probable results of the meeting of contributors, 
Subhaschandra Bhatt expressed the opinion that "if the nine countries present 
the projects as an overall package and as projects of concern to all countries 
of the region, keeping in mind that at the time of the meeting the projects 
will be explained in detail for subsequent analysis by international 
financiers, it is believed that the results will be positive." 


Giving a rough estimate of the costs of implementing the projects, the 
national director said that those costs were expected to be quite high, 
probably hundreds of millions of dollars, 


Answering an inquiry concerning the participation of SIDA [Swedish Inter- 
national Development Agency] in the meeting, as he had mentioned earlier, 
Subhaschandra Bhatt explained that it was not the agency itself which was 
represented but rather a member of a group of technical consultants who 

will work with the CTCAA in the preparation of various priority projects. 


"Those consultants will work with the CTCAA and their work will be paid for 
by SIDA, the Swedish agency which specializes in aid to developing countries; 
they will prepare the priority projects so that those projects may be 
evaluated by whoever invests in the form of financial resources," the PCFM 
director said in conclusion.

GOVERNMENT ISSUES COMMUNIQUE ON STRIKE BY POSTAL WORKERS 
AB101044 Bangui Domestic Service in French 1830 GMT 9 Oct 80 


(Text) The postal and telecommunications office has been closed for 
only 4 days. This is because the government has revoked its decision 
to close the office, It is a measure of appeasement based on certain 
conditions, The government has asked the heads of the OCPT [Central 
African Post and Telecommunications Office] in particular to take 
sanctions against the people who misappropriated the contents of postal 
packets, Let us listen to the government communique on this issue read 
by Mr Marc Babel Bedan, minister of posts and telecommunicaticns. 


[Begin recording] As a result of the meeting held between his excellency, 
the pres.dent of the republic and the general vureau of the General Union 
of Central African Workers [UGTC]--a meeting during which the economic 
situation in the Central African Republic and the problem of the strike 
at the Central African Postal and Telecommunications Office were referred 
to--the government, considering that this illegal strike which was 
launched at a time when the financial section of the OCPT was paying 
salaries into the accounts of employees with current postal accounts, 
caused serious prejudice to the employees; considering that the salaries 
have to be paid urgently to enable employees to honor their commitments 
and to enable those working in the interior to resume work; considering 
that the deficit in the financial situation of the OCPT requires the 
immediate application of the office's recovery plan; considering the 
numerous cases of misappropriation and stealing of the contents of 

postal packets and the embezzlement of OCPT funds. 


[. Has decided that work will resume at the OCPT on Friday, 
10 October 1980, at normal working hours. 


Il. Has ordered the heads of the OCPT to adopt strong and immediate 
measures to progressively restore a balance in the finances of the 
OCPT and to enable it to become financially autonomous. To this 
effect it proposes the following measures: 
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A, The diamissal of all those responsible for the misappropriation 


and stealing of the contents of postal packets and the embezzlement 
of OCPT funds, 


B. The dismissal of extra personnel who are not fully employed by the 
OCPT, 


C, It requests the civilian and military authorities to lift the ban 
on access to OCPT offices and buildings. However, they must continue 
to watch over those areas. [end recording |

U. S, OLL CONSERVATION GRANT HAILED, ENERGY PLAN URGED 
Nairobi DAILY NAT ON in English 30 Sep 80 p 6 
[Editorial } 


[Text] Yesterday's signing of a grant agreement between Kenya and the 
United States to support programmes designed to conserve petroleum con- 
sumption and develop renewable energy resources takes us one more step 

in the right direction. The $4,800,000 grant, of which $3,482,000 is 
available under yesterday's agreement, will assist the Government to de- 
velop energy policies and to initiate experimental and replicable projects. 


Apart from developing and distributing simple, low-cost renewable energy 
techniques designed for use by the rural and urban poor, the grant will 
also support the development of renewable energy technologies which could 
be used to tap other sources of energy such as wood more efficiently. The 
grant's aim to promote afforestation is also welcome because this will en- 
sure the availability of wood while providing rain catchment areas which 
are vital for the country's agriculture. 


The importance of developing alternative energy sources becomes more ap- 
parent when it is realised that Kenya imports between 76 and 100 per cent 
of her energy requirements which use 30 per cent of all the country's ex- 
port earning. It is this growing dependance on an over-priced imported 
commodity--whose availability, at ary price, is in doubt--which makes the 
other agreement with the US to fund two photovoltaic-solar-powered-projects 
at two rural health centres equally w: lcome. 





If the photovoltaic systems--to be installed at Ikutha, Kitui District, 
and Kibwezi, Machakos District--succeed in providing a viable service they 
will be of inestimable value in rural hospitals where the energy shortage 
is more acute than in our urban hospitals. We should, however, not be too 
optiristic about the success of this project since the use of photovoltaic 
power for commercial purposes is a recent development in the solar energy 
field. 


What we should do while awaiting the results of these studies is to limit 
our consumption of petroleum products. It is commendable that the Govern- 
ment has accepted the need for this and has indicated the steps it is 
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going to take to curb the growth in our of] imports, These inciude poe- 
sible petrol rationing, etrict enforcement of the 100 k, p. h, speed limit, 
the requirement that new Government vehicles be no more than 1600 ce, and 
that they be diese) propelled, 


But, a8 commendable as these measures are, the Government does not seem 
to have moved from the planning to the implementation stage, More ia the 
pity because these are mattere which require to be dealt with urgently. 
The need for urgency has been underlined by the war between Iran and Iraq, 
although the Kenyan Mintetry of Energy seema~-so far at least--benignly 
ignorant of the fact, 





for it wae only recently that it assured the country that the ofl supply 
situation was normal, How this can be when the two countries at war have 

cut off their oil exports wae not explained, This assurance wae also all the 
move surprising because the country can only etore oi] to last 30 days. 

How much of thie capacity wae utilised during the oi] glut, when prices 

were falling, ie not clear. 


But may be the assurance was meant to avoid panic=buying while the Govern- 
ment takes measures to ensure that the country's economy is not disrupted 
even if the war does not end soon. If this is the aim, then it is a wise 
move, But if thie reflects the Ministry's belief that we will not be af- 
fected by the war, even though we import of] from the area, then the be- 
lief is based on questionable assumptions. 


The fact that we import only a small amount of ofl from the combatants 
does not in any way insulate use from the war's effects. This is because 
Iraq was before the war the second largest producer in the Opec cartel, 
being second only to Saudi Arabia. Most of the Iraqi and Saudi o1) goes 
to Western Europe and Japan. We get most of our supplies from the same 
source. This means that in a truly dire shortage--and there is every 
possibility that one is just around the corner--we will compete for sup- 
plies with these rich countries which can aleo afford to buy from the spot 
market. It is obvious who will be the loser. 


The chance that any of the combatante--or both--will close the Strait of 
Hormuz through which a third of the world's total supply of ofl moves, es- 
pecially from Saudi Arabia, is also a possibility that must be taken into 
account when energy strategies are worked out. What the country needs is 
not false hopes but a vigorous conservation plan and an urgent restructuring 
of the economy to meet emerging energy realities. We believe that with 
imagination and commitment to take the necessary action, when if they are 
unpopular in the short term, we can be [word indistinct) to the take. But 
time is running out fast.

NEW LEADERS UNSUCCESSFUL IN WINNING PEOPLE'S SUPPORT 
Paris LE MONDE in French 4 Sep 80 p 7

[Text] Master Sergeant Samuel Doe, the chief of state of Liberia, announced 
on Monday, 1 September, the reestablishment of the death penalty for 
political offenses, "All counterrevolutionary elements caught in the act 
of undermining the progress of the Liberian revolution will be immediately 
executed," declared the chief of state before an audience of students on 
his return from an official visit in Ethiopa, where he had declared his 
"eonviction" that "Liberia could learn a great deal from the revolutionary 
experience of Ethiopia," 


President Doe had announced the suspension of such executions on 29 April in 
response to numerous appeals raised against the putting to death of 13 
leaders of the former regime of Tolbert under atrocious conditions. Among 
the most recent appeals in favor of the liberation of the political prisoners 
which the delegate general for Africa of the international Committee of the 
Red Cross was not authorized to meet with in August, figure those of the two 
Catholic bishops of Liberia as well as that of the American charge d'affaires 
stationed in Monrovia, The number of political detainees is generally 
estimated to be between 159 to 200 persons, while the Liberian Government 
states that it is detaining only "a few prisoners," 


In other developments Nah Tipoteh, minister of planning and economic affairs, 
has just announced the bestowal of foreign aid to Liberia in the amount of 
$128,000,000 for the year 1980-1981. 


The American Government is set to provide $20,000,000 for food, medicine, 
agriculture, rural radio and military equipment. 


The RFA is supposed to furnish $2%,000,000 for the development of agriculture 
and forests, the modernization of ports, piping of water, and road main- 
tenance, 
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The $85,000,000 remaining is to be provided by the International Monetary 
Fund and will serve to cover a budgetary deficit of about $75,000,000, 


However, 5 months after the coup d'etat, the new leaders have not succeeded 
in gaining the support of the population, 


"In the cause of the people the corruption continues," In the hot streets 
of Monrovia, as in the well-to-do drawing roome of the Sumkor neighborhood, 
or in the "slums" of West Point and New-Kru-Town, the favorite slogan of the 
new regime "in the cause of the people the struggle continues," is being 
parodied, This jest translates rather well the disillusionment of the great 
majority of the Liberian population, five months after the overthrow of 
President Tolbert by a handful of non-commissioned officers and soldiers led 
by Master Sergeant Samuel Doe on 12 April, 





The recent liberation of a number of personalities from the former regime 

who were spared during the first hours of the coup d'etat, like the widow 

of the assassinated president, and the de facto suspension of court trials, 
have not been sufficient to lighten the atmosphere. Courageous voices are 
being raised with more and more insistance to demand more. Thus, the Catholic 
bishop of Monrovia, in a pastoral letter read from the pulpit on 10 August 

in all the churches of the country, spoke out for the liberation of political 
prisoners and amnesty for those condemned, 


Even if they had preserved--for the moment at least--the major part of their 
fortunes, the "300 families" of Afro-American origin, which ruled for more 
than 150 years, have lost their power. The "big shots" as the more prominent 
elements of this small privileged minority are referred to here, have taken 
refuge one after the other, with their wives and children in the United 
States, The grand Masonic temple in a neo-Victorial style, which dominated 
the capital is nothing more than a desolate skeleton which pillagers have 
stripped down to the framework, a broken symbol of their ancient power. 


Four months after having left their barracks the "non-commissioned officers" 
of the army don't appear very anxious to return to them. Their former 
barracks comrades, having become overnight masters of the state, no longer 
appear able to impose on them the least amount of discipline. True, violence 
and assaults have almost completely disappeared, at least in the capital. 

But groups of soldiers in leopard-striped :niforms with visored hats or 
American helmets on their heads, wearing sun glasses, with walkie-talkies 

and machine guns in their hands, stroll the streets from morning to evening 
without any other purpose but that of exhibiting their power or extorting 

a few dollars from the storekeepers or passersby. The huge automobiles of 
the members of the Council of People's Redemption, preceeded by motorcycles 
with blaring sirens, frequently are carrying only the wives of the new “lords” 
going to the market. 
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Ostentation and Jealousy 


Thies ostentation of the parvenue ie more and more exasperating to the middle 
classes particularly to the civil servants who have for the most part kept 
their jobs, 


The very substantial raises accorded to the military--who went from §100 to 
$250 a month for a private soldier--while the numbers of the army increased 
by 60 percent (from 5,000 to 8,000) have caused a great deal of jealousy in 
the administration the employees of which have been waiting all along for 
the raises which have been promised, The same goes for the salaries in the 
private sector where they have nourished the same hope up to the present in 
vain, The disillusionment is not any the less with regard to the lowering 
of the price of rice, fish, rente and transportation which had been announced 
demagogically immediately after the overthrow of Tolbert, A decree dated 

30 June suspended sine die the right to strike--which has not prevented an 
anarchic multiplication of work stoppages--and it wae stated that the very 
repressive regulation of social conflicts, inetituted by the deposed regime, 
would not be revised "for the moment," under these conditions the popularity 
of the new masters, which was incontestable immediately following the coup 
d'etat, has been seriously compromised among the trade unions especially at 
Firestone, the largest rubber plantation in the world with 10,000 employees 
and in the large mining companies like Lamco, which exploit the large 
deposits of iron in Mount Nimba, 


The new authorities’ room to maneuver in this area, as in many others, is 
extremely narrow, The new Minister of Planning and Economic Affairs, 

Togba Nah Tipoteh, a brilliant economist who led the opposition of the left 
under the former regime, declared as early as 25 April "the country is 
broke." "On the eve of the coup," he disclosed, "the Tolbert government had 
only $5,000,000 in the treasury. Ite overdraft at the National Bank of 
Liberia (Bank of Emission) amounted to $25,000,000 and the foreign debt was 
on the order of $700 million.” Since then, despite efforts to get the "big 
shots" to pay up their tax arrears and to make the deposed dignitaries con- 
victed of corruption make restitution, the situation of public finances has 
remained precarious. 


Slowdown in Economic Activity 


During the past four months economic activity has considerably slowed down 
and budgetary revenues have been very much affected. Outside of the large 
companies who were protected by priviledged fiscal systems and which 
threatened to close their doors if they were forced to raise the salaries of 
their employees, the majority of the industrial and commercial institutions 
have become more or less obsolete, while the banks were adopting a very 
restricted policy on credit. As a consequence during the months of April, 
May and June, imports and consequently customs, receipts declined by almost 
44 percent in contrast to the corresponding period of the previous year, 

and the situation has not perceptibly improved during recent weeks. Despite 
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the promise of $12,000,000 aid from the International Monetary Fund, the 
principal projects of equipment which had been projected for the city of 
Monrovia and which had been greatly needed had to be cancelled for lack of 
credit, 


Putting his socialist convictions in abeyance, Tipoteh, whose statements 
were repeated by the Minister of Finance, Major Perry G, Zulu, and by the 
Chief of State himself gave assurances that there would be no nationali- 
zations, that the dollar would be maintained as the currency of the country, 
that there would be no control inetituted over exchange, and that all con- 
tracts and agreements engaged in by the former regime with foreign countries 
and firme would be scrupulously reapected, especially insofar as this con- 
cerned the “maritime program" (around 20 percent of the commercial vessels 
of the world fly the Liberian flag), those professions of liberal faith have 
not conquered the reticence on the part of investors disturbed over the 
fragility of the new regime, 


Two supreme bodies exercise power in Monrovia; the Council of Popular 
Redemption (CRP) which is the body of decision and the government, reduced 
to the role of a “proposing body." The council is composed of sixteen non- 
commissioned officers and soldiers who participated in the assault on the 
Presidential Palace on the night of 11-12 April as well as several members 
cooped later on for reasons of ethnic balance--all of the conspirators were 
Krahns, members of a small ethnic group which constituted scarcely five 
percent of the Liberian population, The CRP is, practically speaking, con- 
demned to a blundering ineffectiveness, its members having neither 
intellectual background nor experience in public affairs. The government 
which included some officers, three former Tolbert ministers and high 
functionaries, is certainly more competent but can not succeed in making its 
views prevail, The fact that Master Sergeant Doe, who has become Chief of 
State, presides over the two bodies, and despite the decision taken recently 
that they should hold joint meetings at least every month, has not improved 
the situation. Besides which the two bodies are very much divided in 
themselves. 


A rivalry is developing at the heart of the government particularly between 
the leaders of the two former opposition parties under the preceding regime: 
Gabriel Bacchus Matthews, who leads the Progressive People's Party (PPP) and 
who holds the portfolio of Minister of Foreign Affairs and Togba Nah Tipoteh 
who is the current Minister of Planning and Economic Affairs and presides 
over the Movement for Justice in Africa (MOJA), generally considered "more on 
the left" than its rival. 


Various personalities are waiting until the situation settles before 
attempting to come to the forefront. In this regard one could mention the 
rector of the University of Monrovia, Amos Sawyer, who is close to MOJA, the 
President of the National Bank, Elen Johnson Sirleaf, who occupied the post 
of Minister of Finance in the Tolbert government and even "Chad" Tubman the 
son of the predecessor of the assasvinated President, a "gentleman farmer" 
and friend of long-standing of Bacchus Matthews who has remained popular 
with large sectors of the population. 
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In the confusion born of these divisions, a group of three leaders seems 

to be emerging: the Chief of State; the Commander in Chief of the armed 
forces, the General (former Master Sergeant) Thomas Quiwonkpa; and the 
Minieater of State for Presidential Affaire George Bolley. master Sergeant 
Doe, “the Redeemer" who makes up in intelligence for his inexperience, 
preserves incontestible popularity; George Bolley, who they say is the only 
civilian informed of the puteach ahead of time (he comes from the same 
village as the new chief of state) is the true head of government. Never- 
theless thie triumvirate is still very fragile 


Advances by Moscow 


The play of the great powers and their respective African allies manages to 
complicate the situation and in many respects to render it explosive. Held 
at arms length by the former regime, the Soviets are attempting to advance 

a few pawns in what has been for such a long time a western preserve and 

more especially an American one, Mr. Brezhnev invited Master Sergeant Doe to 
make a visit to Moscow at an undetermined date and Doe accepted, The Chief 
of State was warmly received on 26 August at Addis Ababa where he had been 
invited by President Mengistu, who was the first and for a long time the only 
African leader to recognize him, while all the rest had refused to permit 

him to sit among them (Le Monde of 28 August). Disturbed at these advances 
which could lead rapidly, according to a process which has become classic, 

to the supply of arms and then to the arrival of military experts from the 
socialist camp charged with "consolidating" the new power, the Americans who 
are still very influential here reacted by giving support to Monrovia without 
further delay. 


Thus it is that a delegation of the CRP consisting notably of General Quivonkpa 
and the co-president of the council, Master Sergeant Weh Syen, is expected 

in the United States where various members of the new government have 

already been received on numerous occasions. For their part the principal 
officials in Washington responsible for African policy have gone to Monrovia 
during the past months.

REPORTAGE ON AKFM=KDRSM CONGRESS 
Tananarive MADAGASCAR=MATIN in French 18, 19 Aug 80 


(Report on the Ninth Congress of the AKFM-KDRSM [Congress Party for 
Malagasy Independence |"' | 


(18 Aug 80, PP 1-2, 5) 


‘Text | The AKFM-KDRSM Party comes out of its Ninth National Congress, 
which took place in Tananarive between 13 and 17 August, as a greater 
party. At least, that is what may be noted from the various speeches 
which were made yesterday, toward the end of the afternoon, in the domed 
stadium of Mahamasina in the course of the closing ceremony of these days 
of reflection. 


The CSR Richard Andriamanjato, president of the AKFM-KDRSM Political 
Bureau pronounced an impartial speech on what the life of his party and 
the nation and international relations should be over the next 5 years. 

To this effect, the leader-founder of the AFKM-KDRSM did not hesitate to 
defeat the attacks which some "ill-intentioned" people mounted against 

the aktiv of its members: "We reject,"' he said, "the attacks mounted 
against us, particularly when they are launched by reactionaries who were 
accomplices of the former regime. The AKFM-KDRSM is the party of national 
unity. This is the reason for which it will remain an active member of 
the National Front for the Defense of the Revolution." 


Socialist Fraternity 


As to national life itself, Richard Andriamanjato claimed that "a great 
deal has been done but a number of things remain to be accomplished." He 
outlined everything that a citizen worthy of the name should do for the 
country, whether he is a member of the "national bourgeoisie or the toil- 
ing masses." Discussing international relations, he cautioned the 
Revolutionary Power ("'Tokony ho maillo") against the big capitalist 
organizations such as the World Bank, International Monetary Fund, and 
European Economic Community, forseeing the "political intentions of some 
of their activities in Madagascar." In the same spirit, Richard 
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Andriamanjato praised the fraternity which links the DRM | Democrat \¢ 
Republic of Madagascar! with the socialist and progressive countries the 
world over. At this point he repeated the gratitude expressed by the 
members of his party to the representatives of the fraternal countries 
which attended the Ninth National Congress of the AKFM-KDRSM, 


His speech was preceded by that of Secretary General Gisele Rabesahala,. 
Her speech expressed the same satisfaction: "This is the first time in 
the history of the AKFM-KDRSM that so many members have gathered together-- 
over 300 participants. . . ." To illustrate her statement, Gisele 
Rabesahala pointed out that this is not astounding, for the congress 
coincides with the 20th anniversary of the independence and the 5th anni- 
versary of the Malagasy choice of socialism: "Nothing strange in that," 
she stated, “for our party has an evocative name, for it is the party of 
the congress tor independence of Madagascar, that same independence whose 
20th anniversary we are celebrating this year. Furthermore, our party 
has always strugeled for the advent of socialism in Madagascar. We have 
just celebrated the fifth aniversary of the DRM. On the subject of the 
motions which were formulated at the closing of the congress, the secre- 
tary general called for "taking them into consideration without excessive 
reservation or negative pre judging." 


Domestic Policy 


While awaiting the publication of the motions we mentioned, following is 
an outline of the report on "Domestic Policy" submitted yesterday by 
Richard Andriamanjato who was reelected at the end of the Ninth Congress 
to a new five-year term. 


Discussing the decentralized collectives, Richard Andriamanjato regretted 
the absence of an adequate political and ideological system for the de- 
centralized collective: "Even though the work done by their members is 
not negligible and is even worthy of praise," he said, "some improvements 
should be made to enhance its effectiveness. The ideological and tech- 
nical training of the chosen should become a priority project for the 
parties and organizations which have sponsored them. Many of them are 
still not properly familiar with the socialist principles and, in par- 
ticular with the main line jointly chosen and stipulated in the Charter 
of the Malagasy Socialist Revolution. Nor do they realize the need for 
individual and collective discipline." At this point Richard Andriamanjato 


asked those present to refer to the 15 June speech by President Didier 
Ratsiraka. 


In the field of economics, it was recalled that obstacles are "hindering 
our march toward socialism."' Among them President Richard Andriamanjato 
listed the following: "corruption, partisan politics, and the demagogy 

practiced by some people." He cited a passage from the 15 June speech of 





President Didier Raosirakat "Revolution, socialism, and justice are the 
principles which we must always respect and apply in order to be truly 
able to live in a state of unity, friendship, and fraternity." "All 
political parties and organizations within the FNDR must be aware of this 
obvious truth," Richard Andriamanjato added, 


Vigilance 


The speaker dealt extensively with the subversive activities of react ion- 
aries and imperialists. "If the believers are not sufficiently vigilant," 
he said, "they become, consciously or not, the partners of reactionaries 
and imperialists in their efforts to undermine the revolution in the eyes 
of the people...." 


He denounced what he described as the "customers' policy" practiced by 
some embassies which establish direct contacts with the decentralized 
collectives without going through the central powers, as well as the 
actions of the imperialists which, in his view, “have not accepted 
graciously the change which has taken place in the armed forces and, 
particularly, the fact that it is the socialist countries, the USSR in par- 
ticular, who are supplying materiel for the defense of the country. The 
imperialists are trying to introduce discord and even corruption within 
the army . . ...“ 


The AKFM-KDRSM considers justice, on the level of the revolution, one of 
the areas in which our progress has been the slowest. The party agrees 
with President Didier Ratsiraka who has said that, "Judges and economic 
courts should be very strict and just and allow no compromise. The 
illegal practices of some judges, practices whose echoes deafen us, must 
stop immediately. The AKFM-KDRSM demands sanctions: Those who have made 
errors of management or betrayed the trust of the electorate must be 
penalized, For several years a deplorable slackness has led to a 
weakening of the discipline and to neglect of penalties. This prejudices 
our planned economy and, particularly, the implementation of the plan." 


History 


Following is a brief historical review of the party of Richard Andriamnjato. 
Ny Antokon'ny Kongresin'ny Fahaleovantanan'i Madagasikara was born in 
November 1958. Its members had asked the Malagasy people to vote "no" in 
the referendum organized by General de Gaulle which was eventually won by 
the "yes" vote. For the past 5 years this party is no longer in the 
opposition, as Richard Andriamanjato seid: "We are part of the National 
Front for the Defense of the Revolution and we have always supported 
President Didier Ratsiraka in building the new socialist society. Of all 
the parties and organizations within the front the AKFM has the greatest 
experience and is the pioneer in the struggle to make scientific socialism 
the national Malagasy program." 
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He followed this with a statement of his credo: “ln ther course of these 
5 years we have tried to know our FNDR | National Front tor the Detense of 
the Revolution! and to understand ever more profoundly their purposes and 
problems. We were able to note that some of them are still opposed to 
the AKFM, Why? Is it ideology or work method’? As tar as ideology is 
concerned, the AKFM may be proud of all its tasks jointly formulated 
within the FNDR, Why then?" 


A public conference has been planned for the members of the AKFM-KDRSM to 
inform them of the various motions adopted during the Ninth National 
Congress. A press conference may also be held in the near future.

Text Therefore, the Ninth National Congress of the AKFM=-KDRSM Party 
(Party of the Congress for the Independence of Madagascar) ended Sunday 
afternoon with a feeling of general satisfaction. All organizations 
affiliated with this party, whether trade unions, women's or youth organi- 
zations, passed the joint motions made at the end of the congress, 
Following is their enumeration in general lines. 


Starting with 13 August, the AKFM-KDRSM members have been assessing the 
projects undertaken in the country in the course of the last 5 years in 
order to lead the country to socialism. These 5 years correspond, happily, 
with the holding of the Eighth and the Ninth Party Congresses. This 
represented, therefore, a self-criticism of the AKFM-KDRSM which was 
brought up in the course of this meeting held in the covered stadium of 
Mahamasina by CSR Richard Andriamanjato, president of the Political 

Bureau of the AKFM-KDRSM and by thousands of members of this "Vondrona."' 


in these motions the party assigns to everyone the task of preserving 
international peace and security, including all leaders and political 
parties and international organizations. Their work should be focused on 
reducing the targets and hotbeds of tension and insuring the reduction of 
nuclear and strategic armaments. The AKFM-KDRSM considers that currently 
imperialism is promoting a cold war climate by interfering in a variety 

of ways in the internal affairs of some countries. Also according to the 
Ninth AKFM-KDRSM Congress, the imperialist actions in this sense emphasize 
the establishment of military bases in some areas, the declaration of war 
by a country, and the pursuit and dissemination of anticommunist and anti- 
Soviet propaganda. The congress categorically holds responsible the 
imperialists for the current ills and problems facing Third World coun- 
tries such as Madagascar. 


Once again an idea cherished by the AKFM-KDRSM was taken up in the course 
of the congress: turning the Indian Ocean and the Persian Gulf into a 
zone of peace. The party opposes the American policy in Diego Garcia and

SCHOLARSHIPS TO STUDY IN THE USSR

‘Text Yesterday morning 240 Malagasy scholarship students left the Big 
Island tor the Soviet Union on a Aeroflot flight, to undergo 6 years of 
training (of which one is preparatory, for the study of the Russian 
language) in that great country. 


As always, it is the Malagasy government which selected the type of train- 
ing to be awarded schlorship on the basis of the needs of the country and 
the priorities of the plan, and it was the CSR [Supreme Revolutionary 
Council | which chose the candidates in accordance with very specific 
criteria. 


This year, therefore, the USSR has offered 240 scholarships, 39 of which 
for the six organizations of the Front, 20 for students attending the 
Patrice Lumumba University, and 50 for the Ministry of Defense for the 
training of army pilots. 


Of the remaining scholarship students two will be trained in the power 
industry, four in metallurgy, seven in machine and inst rument-making, 

nine in electronics and the building of electrical and automated equip- 
ment, one in radio engineering and communications, six in food technology, 
one in consumer goods technology, seven in civil engineering and con- 
struction, nine in agriculture and silworm growing, eight in transporta- 
tion, nine in economics, and 21 in law. Let us note that the Soviet Union 
pays the transportation costs for 4600 students. 


Let us emphasize that the granting of such scholarships is based on a two- 
year cultural agreement protocol concluded in 1979, according to which 

the USSR undertakes to train Malagasy cadres. Such training is also pro- 
vided in the country with 35 Soviet professors (three of whom teach the 
Russian language) who teach at Ambohitsaina, the CUR of Antsiranana, 
Toamasina, Toliara and, starting with this year, Fianarantsoa. 


The agreement also calls for assigning Soviet Russian language professors 
to Madagascar to teach in secondary schools and colleges.

FORMER BEHAVIOR DIRECTIVES DEEMED OUTDATED 
Beira NOTICIAS DA BEIRA in Portuguese 25 Aug 80 p 3 
[Article by Simeao Cachamba: “When a Procession Passes" | 


[Excerpte] When an official procession passes, the faces of persons close by 
reflect a etrange sensation, not very natural, not at all gay. It is a look 
which denotes a feeling of discomfort. 


The pedestrian, walking along the sidewalk, suddenly stops. To do the right 
thing, he stands at attention in a position which suggests a military salute, 
as though he were a soldier or policeman, 


The motorist in turn, driving along the street, quickly applies his brakes. 
He parks his vehicle at the side, opens the door, jumps out and stands still 
Like a statue, 


Only when the last car of the official procession passes do the townspeople-- 
motorists, pedestrians, cyclists and motorcyclists--again feel at ease. As 
though resurrected, they resume their interrupted conversations and go on 
their way. 


This question, as reported at the time, was recently graphically illustrated 
in the country's capital during the Sixth Session of the Popular Assembly. 
It should be pointed out that this problem is not confined to metropolitan 
Beira or to Sofala Province. 


The current directive with regard to this question states that standing at 
attention is not the correct way for the people to conduct themselves in the 
presence of official processions. This represents, if not fear--fear in the 
sense of the absence of a feeling of ease--at least an erroneous concept of 
discipline which is widespread among the people and to which we must put an 
end. 


Last Saturday afternoon at a people's celebration held at the Beira Railway 
Club pavilion to commemorate the termination of the general population census, 
the minister »f interior and resident minister in Sofala, a member of the 
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vermanent Policy Committee of PRELIMO's Central Committee, expanded his speech 
to include this problem which is continuing to be felt; as an example, he 
cited the case of @ recent visit by a Bulgarian delegation to the CFM-Centro 
[Motambique Railway Club Center| in which the workers behaved as though they 
were attending a funeral procession, 


When we tried to ascertain why our citizenry stand at attention in the 
presence of official processions, we were reminded of a document issued in 
1977 on thie subject by the Provincial Command of the Mozambique Police Corps 
[CPM] existing at that time, 


it could be said that in Beira's particular case--or better yet, in that of 
Sofala Province--this document is undoubtedly one of the factors which pro- 
moted thie false discipline of standing at attention in the presence of 
official processions. It is an erroneous concept of discipline which took 
root, gradually spread and is now being followed on a general basis. 


The document further states that, in order to show that “he is well-organized 
and properly informed, the motorist should leave the car he is driving and 
remain standing until the last car in the procession has passed," 


And again with regard to the “element of the well-organized and properly 
informed people of Mozambique," the document added that the motorist "should 
stop his car and not drive on until the last car in the procession passes." 


The document emphasized that "severe measures will be taken" if the above 
regulations are not followed. According to the document's text, those norms 
were issued “within the framework of the revolutionary spirit, with good 
aspirations and good reception by the good well-organized and properly 
informed Mozambican people" (sic). 


As we can see--and here we are speaking of the concrete and specific case of 
Beira or, better yet, of Sofala Province--the story of the people's remaining 
motionless when an official procession passes is not an invention of the 
people who behave in that manner. We have the feeling that the document 
issued by the CPM owed ite influence to the fact that this false discipline, 
this falee respect in the case of processions, was deeply rooted among the 
people. People felt that they were obligated to carry out the norms to the 
letter. 


Now, with clear and, let us say, correct directives aimed at eliminating the 
practice of this falee discipline, it is time to dislodge the contents of 
the CPM document from the heads of the people, a document which should be 
considered one of the errors committed at the time of the revolution and a 
measure which denotes definite leftist influence. 


According to remarks made by Minister Matshinhe last Saturday at the railway 
pavilion, educational and cultural organizations, party cells and promotional 
groups are to begin immediately to carry out this task in the scnools and 
city districts.

NEW SUPPLY SYSTEM DORS NOT INCLUDE BREAD, MEAT 
Maputo NOTICLAS in Portuguese 2 Sep 80 p 2 


[Text] The great difficulty being faced by the people in purchasing 
bread and meat~--essential commodities--is one of the problems afflicting 
a large number of people of the city of Maputo. This concern has been 
also shown through letters sent by our readers (national and cooperative 
workers) who ask for an explanation as to why the two above-mentioned 
products are not included in the new supply system whose implementation 
is envisaged for the end of this year. This is one of the questions 
about this matter that was posed in a letter sent to our editorial office: 


Question: What is the reason for not including bread and meat in the new 
supply system since there are still lines to buy these products? Could 
it be that they are not considered essential commodities? 


Answer: According to information obtained from the director of the Office 
of Supply Organization of thie city of Maputo, Mario Guerreiro, not all 
products should be included in the new supply system due to the condi- 

tions for guaranteeing their distribution. The Supply Coordination Counci! 
must give a minimum of guarantee for the supply of all the products included 
in the new system, according to the monthly quotas established for each 
family unit. 


We know, for example, that there is a critical lack of meat worldwide. 
Mozambique imports a portion of this product in quantities that are not 
sufficient to supply the entire consuming population. 


Bread is a product made from wheat flour which is also purchased abroad. 
Therefore, there is no possibility of immediately solving this problem 
of shortage of this essential product because wheat grown in our country 
still does not satisfy even a small portion of our needs. To make the 
matter worse, we do not see any prospects of beginning to produce this 
cereal in reasonable quantities to eliminate bread from the list of ra- 
tioned products within a predetermined length of time, as the new system 
intends.

IMPROVEMENT IN ALRLINE CONSIDERED INSUPFICLENT

[Text] Many passengers, in a defeatiet spirit, perhaps hurt by the service 
they have had on Mozambican Airline flights, have exclaimed: "We are 
returning to the same thing: long waiting lines, difficulties with clearance, 
poor service on board!" 


We consider thie an exaggeration, 


it is true that the perfection we experienced shortly after presidential 
intervention in pursuance of the political and organizational offensive is 
gradually disappearing; and we are certain that employees who behave in an 
insolent, bureaucratic and indolent manner, “pigs,” brutes, uneducated 
idlers, bureaucrats and those insolent by nature, will be eliminated in the 
next round, But it is an exaggeration to say that we are returning to the 
same state of affairs. 


For example, on many flights they do not even serve a cold drink, a 
refreshment.

NEW RIVIERE DE L'EST POWRR COMPLEX DESCRIBED, EVALUATED 
Characteriatice of the Complex 
Saint Denis TEMOIGNAGES in French 28 Aug 80 pp 8-9 


[Article by J. Paul Ciret: “The Hydroelectric Power Plant of Riviere de 
L'Bet: Lynchpin in the Generation of Electric Power"| 


[Text| A few days before the official opening of the hydroelectric power 
plant of Riviere de l'Bet, echeduled for next Monday, 1 September 1980, 

in the presence of Mr Boiteux, chairman of the board of the EDF [French 
Rlectric Power Company], the regional manager, C. Barre, invited the press 
yesterday morning to visit the facilities. Its basic interest focused on 
the approach to the Orgues water intake in the bed of the Riviere de 1' Fat 
along the underground gallery dug through the mountain from the external 
slopes of the Brule de Sainte Rose mountain to the deeply encased valley 
of this watercourse of wild beauty. 


Power Plant of the High Falls Type 


it is, incidentally, the technical features of the water intake which 
account for the original nature of thie power plant of the high falle type. 
In the facility the flow of impounded water (about 10 cubic meters per 
second) is fairly modest, but it can yield considerable energy-generating 
power thanke to the height of the falls (834.50 meters of free fall in 

the case of the Riviere de 1'Est power station) which can exceed 1, 300 
meters at some inetallations in the French Pyrenees. 


Here, the Orgues water intake located at an altitude of 846 meters in the 
bed of the Riviere de L'Est flows out following a network of grills and 
outflow basins (gravel protectors) in an underground gallery bored through 
4 mountain which brings the water after a course of 4.6 km to the side of 
Brule de Sainte Rose mountain at some 830 meters of altitude. This 
gallery feeds two reservoirs of 25,000 cubic meters each making it 
possible to store water during the night and thereby to possibly increase 
production capacity during the daytime. 








These two feservolfe are linked to 4 pressure pipeline which descends over 
4.5 km to the plant proper located at sea level at Marine de Sainte Rose, 
There, (wo sets of turbinewalternators (out of the planned three) generating 
22,000 kw [kilowatte!] each (66,000 kw for the overall! final inetallation) 
are already in place and in service, the first since November 1979 and the 
second since February 1980, (The pucting into service of the third set 

in planned tor Oetober 19861,) 


After passing through the turbines which move the alternatora (which generate 
electric power), the water rune inte a discharge channel in which it is 
drained into the sea, 


Some 250,000 Cubic Meters of Water Drained Into the Sea 


lt will be recalled that on several occasiona the elected communiat officials 
had taised this problem of the evacuation of 250,000 cubic meters of clean 
water into the sea daily. The officials had then proposed to the General 
Counct! that it consider the possibility of recovering this water and 

selling it to Persian Gulf countries, 


So far nothing has been done and the water continues to drain into the sea 
whereas everyone is aware of the needs and considerable water shortages in 
the entire region especially on the Leeward side. 

Equivalent to Present Consumption 


Technically, the power plant of Riviere de l'Est appears like a conventional 
compiex with the exception of the underground water supply gallery and the 
exceptional Length (4.5 km) of the pressure pipeline. Use was made of the 
resources of the most advanced technology including remote control of the 
plant from the head office of the complex located at Rue Sainte Anne [street] 
in Saint Denis. 


The facility's importance for Reunion resides in its capacity to produce 
in an average year 380 million kw-hr [kilowatt-hours] (a Little more than 
the consumption needs in 1980, estimated at 340 million kw-hr for the 
whole of Reunion). 


This means that with the production of the Langevin, Takamaka, and Bras 
de la Plaine plants (120 million kw-hr in all), Reunion's hydroelectric 
power potential now represents about 500 million kw-hr. With these re- 
sources alone our country can be independent in electric power through 
1983. From that date the thermal power station of Port operating with 
(imported) heavy fuel oil and with an annual production capacity in the 
order of 200 million kw-hr can gradually be gotten under way. 


The Future 


However, our needs estimated at 1 billion kw-hr by 1990 will call for the 
construction in the years to come of supplementary hydraulic installations 
of 200 million kw-hr capacity (at Takamaka especially) and the use of 
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bagfasse which would then be supplied by the sugar mills to produce ap 
proximately 100 million kwel,

Workers’ Hardships Recalled 
Saint Denis TEMOIGNAGES in French 29 Aug 80 p 6 


[Text] TEMOIGNAGES dwelt extensively yesterday on the technical aspects 

of the new electric power station of Riviere de l'Est. The characteristics 
of this project bring to light even more the value of the overall design 

of the project by engineers, especially that famous problem of having the 
water outflow run directly to the sea. 


And when one considers one or another part of the complex one can gauge 
even more the difficulty in the working conditions of Reunionese workers 
who contributed to this sizable project with their labor. 


The weather and drizzle of Wednesday morning on the slopes of Sainte Rose 
as well as at the bottom of the gorges of Riviere de l'Est could provide 
an idea of the working conditions but also of the Life of all those--miners, 
drivers, unskilled laborers, and so on--who spent nearly 4 years at this 
work site. In the same way one could not help thinking of the feeling 

of isolation experienced by all those who would spend an entire week in 
this desolate pass of Riviere de l'Est at the site of the Orgues water 
intake located at least a day's walk from the smallest inhabited locality. 
Up to 31 July 1979, date at which the supply gallery reached the site of 
the water intake, the only Link with the rest of the country enjoyed by 
the crew working on the construction of the provisional diversion coffer 
dam running from Riviere de l'Est to the underground facilities of the 
annexes of the water intake was by helicopter, which added up to a total 
of 600 hours of flight.

If workers have been 
thoroughly educated, by 
the ZCTU about our 
economic woes, then the 
first thing they ought 
not to do is fo panic. Is- 
suing threats is a form 
of panic, not sanity 

Part of the function of the 
ZCTU leaders is to 
head-off, and if need 
be, stop strikes, not to 
inspire them. It ought to 
be remembered that 
when workers strike in 
Our industries, they are 
striking against them. 
selves. 

For the moment we urge 
both sides to under stand 
each other better. There 
is a iot Of hostile mis- 
trust in the air. The 
Government should not 
be accused of not ‘et'ing 
the workers into its con- 
fidence.

Attitude Rapped 
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THE chairman-general of the Zambia 
Congress of Trade Unions (ZCTU) 
Mr Frederick Chiluba must be told 
off at once that enough is enough. 
He musi lay his cards on the table, 
and tell the navion his true motives 

Last Sunday he warned of a national 
strike by the end of this year because 
he alleged that the Party and its 
Government had failed to respond to 
workers’ demands to improve their 
standard of living 

Immediately after the strike threat at 
the PCC near Kabwe, pr and 
secondary school teachers in Kabwe 
went on strike. There is no doubt 
that the Kabwe strike is illegal in 
terms of the Industrial Relations 
Act 

No dispute was declared. There was no 
conciliation. Not even a strike ballot 
was conducted To make matters 
worse the ZCTL and Mr Chiluba 
himself have been conspicuously 
quiet about it 

They have not even bothered to take 
any steps to stop the strike. Yet the 
role of the ZCTU and its leaders is to 
head-off strikes, not to inspire them. 


It that Mr Chiluba and the 


ZCTU are now silently wal in 
the strike as the first sign of their 
grand ill<onceived design for politi- 
cal confrontation with the Party and 
its Government 

it is quite clear that the ZCTU 
leadership is using industnal disputes 
for purely political purposes to try to 
deliberately embarrass (he Party and 
its Government. 

Mir Chiluba and his ZCTU colleagues 
must know that this is not Poland 
Zambia has its own elaborate machi- 
nery of dealing with labour prob- 
lems. The unity of the nation cannot 
be held to ransom through inspired

The Party and its Government must be 
very firm On this issue. It must evoke 
its laws on those who are trying to 
incite unrest and chaos for their own 
narrow selfish political motis cs. 

Although trade unionism is internatio- 
nal, it cannot be allowed to be 
anti-national.

In 
Zambia their motto should be ‘‘de- 
fence’ not ‘‘defiance.’’

The most serious possibility of all is

We appea’ to all workers not to be 
cheated by cheap trade unionism. 
The Party and us Government is 
acutely aware of all their grievances 
But nothing can be achieved over.
